DEMAND MADE FOR PAYMENT 


Attack on Ameren In Paris

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. Senator 
Borah of Idaho, chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, warned 
the Senate and the American people 
today that France is planning to 
repudiate her four thousand inillion 
dollar war debt to the United Simtes. 
He declared no other eonclusion 
ean be drawn from the debate in 
the Chamber © f Deputies yesterday, 
the frequent statements alonz the 
same line emanating from French 
authorittes, and from constant ex- 

pressions in the French press. 
Senator Borah spoke in direct 


reply to the speech of Louis Marin, 


former Under Secretary of State, in 
the French Chamber yesterday, in 
which justification of non-payment of 
the debt was attempted.

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SETTLING INTERALLIED DEBTS 

Senator Smoot, of Utah, is the best posted man in congress on 
the details of government machinery and the laws governing its 
operation. He is a wizard on finance and figures. In the recent 
debate in the senate on the suggestion from the English chancellor 
of the exchequer that if the United States discounted any pro- 
tion of the war debt of France to this country then “Great Britain 
would expect the United States to give Great Britain similar treat- 
ment, Senator Reed of Missouri, turned repeatedly to Snator Smoot 
for facts and figures relating to European debts to the United 
States and the work of the debt commission of, which Senator 
Smoot is a member. 

What were the original debt conditions? When Great Britain 
and the allies in Europe asked aid from the United States, con- 
gress authorized the secretary of the treasury (his was in 1917): 
“to issue bonds and borrow money to conduct the war. Of the 
$50,000,000,000 approximately spent by the United,States “in the 
World war, about $11,000,000,000 were loaned to the: allies in 
Europe, including Great Britain. 

The terms of these loans to Great Britain and her allies were 
that the United States should receive from the allied countries receiv- 
‘ing credits, bonds of the same amount and bearing the same rate 
of interest. But Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo did not wait for 
the bonds, loaning the money after, receiving only demand notes or

Storage “A” batteries should in 
all cases be kept up to their proper 
charge. In use, charged storage 
batteries will gradually lose their 
power and thereafter will not have 
‘enough power to light the filaments 
iof the tube to which they are con- 
nected. The results will be that the 
Stgnals received will become weaker 
until at last they will fade away en- 
tirely. This condition can be reme- 


died by recharging the storage bat- 
teraes. 

To know when your battery is not 
charged, it is highly desirable to 
have what is known as a_hydro- 
meter.’ A hydrometer is a glass ves- 
sel into which some of the liquid 
from the storage battery can be 
drawn, a glass “float” being enclosed 
in the tubular glass hydrometer ves- 
sel. This “float?” will assume vari- 
ous depths.in the liquid, depending 
upon the condition and the charge 
of the storage battery. The hydro-,
